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Odd lights in sky 
caught on camera 


A KEEN amateur photo¬ 
grapher at Wellington. 
Chris Pemn. has taken a 
picture m the night skv of 
a bright object which 
might be a UFO. 


The black and white 
print shows a senes of 
splodges or dashes of 
bh^t light in a straight 
line joined or almost join¬ 
ed together by a very thin 
line. 

“It looks verv strange to 
me,” said Chris. “ I've got 
an open mind on the sub¬ 
ject of UFOs and the like. 
After all. we don’t know 
everything there is to know 
yet. On the other hand, 
there could be a very logi¬ 
cal answer.” said Chris, a 
printer and a member of 
the local camera club. 

He was in his back gar¬ 
den in George Street just 
before midnight on Febru¬ 
ary 4 or S waiting for his 
dog when he looked up 
I into the sky. “ft was a 
lovely clear night and i 
noticed that one of the 
'stars' seemed to be pulsat¬ 


ing — nearly going out.” 

He called the family and 
they tried to get a better 
look through binoculars. 

Meanwhile he set up bis 
camera with 400m lens and 
clicked away for the next 
30 minute*, taping about 
half a doren shots. During 
this time the object seem¬ 
ed to remain in one spot. 
At about 3 am when he 
looked skywards again it 
had disappeared. 

The film remained in his 
camera until he heard a 
local radio news bulletin 
reporting strange lights in 
the sky near Weston-super- 
Mare. Some people had 
seen these bahts and Bris¬ 
tol Airport said they had 
no aircraft in the vicinity 
but had cracked something 
on their radar before los¬ 
ing u. He then decided to 
develop his film.

ple in Chelmsford, Great 
Leighs. Writlle. Great

UNIDENTIFIED flying objects were spotted hovering over 
Montrose Basin last week. 

Kay Simpson. Adams Way. was alerted to the strange phe¬ 
nomenon on Thursday night by her neighbours. 

They noticed two bright lights in the sky over the basin at 
8.30pm and asked Kay to confirm what they were seeing. 

She said; “I looked through their binoculars and at first it 
looked like there was just one bright light with a while haze 
round about it.

Meanwhile. Nick Wood 
who works just off East- 
gate Square in Chichester 
has come up with an ex¬ 
planation for the recent 
sighting of a supposed 
UFO floating over Ship- 
pams. 

Workers at the factory 
were convinced they had 
seen something alien, de¬ 


scribing it as a red metal¬ 
lic colour, squashed oval 
in shape, with tights 
around the centre rim 
and a few spasmodic 
lights above and below. 

Nick saw it too: "The 
object was large and kept 
changing colour, from 
gold to red and what it 
looked Like small bright 
lights flashing along the 
side, and the shape kept 
changing from oval to 
oval with what looked 
like two engine pods at 
the rear. 

"The smaller object 
was keeping its distance 
from the main object and 
was also giving s imilar 
cbaraner-chan^g 
shape and colour as the 
larger object. 

"I thought it might 
have been some sort of
